The applicant argues in the amendment filed June 6, 2006 that the finality of the previous office action was improper. The examiner 
submits that the finality was proper. Originally, claims 8-9 were dependent on claim 7, which was dependent on claim 2, which was 
dependent on claim 1. Claim 7, which incorporated limitations from claim 1, was amended in the amendment filed March 23, 2006 to be 
an independent claim. Since claim 2, which requires the relaxation step to be performed after the electropolishing and electrolytic plating 
steps, was not incorporated in claim 7, the set of claims 1-7-8-9 or presently 7-8-9 was not previously presented. Therefore, new grounds 
of rejection was proper. 

The amendment filed June 6, 2006 will not be entered, because the amended limitations in claims 7 and 21 and new claims 27-28 require 
further consideration and search.. 
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
